Personally, I believe that Hell 
is a place of fire. I do not know 
just how the burning and torment 
will go on and on forever, but 
I accept by faith the literal Word 
of God. 

But, let us remember: .If the 
language is figurative, that does 
not lessen the torture. A figure 
of speech is not used until it is 
found impossible to give any ade- 
quate conception without it; 
therefore, if the fire of Hell is 
figurative, the actual torment is 
worse than fire. 

It is those very words, ““Worse 
than fire,” that I want to place 
before your minds. We have so 
often thought only of Hell as a 
place of burning—and I believe it 
is; but there are other aspects of 
Hell worse than fire. 

I direct your attention to three 
things in Hell worse than fire and 
brimstone. 


I. Memory 


It is established in the Scrip- 
tures that memory is retained in 


“And whosoever was not found written in the book of 
life was cast into the lake of fire.’’—Rev. 20:15. 

Scripture reading: Luke 16:19-31. 

There has always been a great deal of quibbling among 
Bible scholars as to whether Hell is a place of literal fire, or 
is the Bible language figurative. 3 


Hell. Abraham said to the rich 
man who cried out from the tor- 
ments of Hades, “Son, remember 
that thou in thy lifetime receive- 
dst thy good things, and likewise 
Lazarus evil things: but now he 
is comforted, and thou art tor- 
mented” (Luke 16:25). 


The rich man was called upon 
to remember all things that he 
had received in his lifetime. He 
had received riches, fine clothing, 
rich food every day; yes, his life 
had been one of ease and luxury. 
Though the rich man did not re- 
cognize it in his life, he was for- 
ced to remember now that these 
things came from the hand of 
God. 


He was also called upon to re- 
member the evil portion which 
came to Lazarus. This poor beg- 
gar was well known to the rich 
man, for he lay at his gate. In 
Hell he requested that Lazarus, 
the poor beggar, dip the tip of

Observations On The 
Holiness Movement

Since turning aside from the perfectionist societies, I 
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have often been asked if I find as high a standard maintained 
among Christians generally who do not profess to have the 
“second blessing” as I have seen among those who do. My 
answer is that after carefully, and I trust without prejudice, 
considering both, I have found a far higher standard main- 
tained by believers who intelligently reject the eradication 
theory than among those who accept it. Quiet, unassuming 
Christians, who know their Bibles and their own hearts too 
well to permit their lips to talk of sinlessness and perfection 
in the flesh, nevertheless are characterized by-intense: devo- 
tion to the Lord Jesus’ Christ, love for the word of God, and 
holiness of life and walk. But these blessed fruits spring, not 
from self-occupation, but from occupation with Christ in the 
power of the Holy Spirit. 


The great professing body who 
are scarcely clear or pronounced | 
as to anything, I do not here take 
into account. I refer rather to 
those among the various denomi- 
nations, and those outside of all 
such companies, who confess 
Christ boldly and seek to be a tes- 
timony for Him in the world.} 
Compared with these, I repeat, a 
far lower standard of Christian 
living is found among the so-cal- 
led holiness people.

This year in Africa I saw almost-naked natives make an| 

_ axe. Iron ore was dug from the side of a hill and carried to 
a crude grass building in which was a primitive smelter. 
There they heated the ore and ran all the iron together in 
one big lump. Then, using green vines for tongs, they dragged 
the red hot lump of metal onto a rock and laboriously chopped 
it half in two. One half of the lump was taken to a small hole 
in the ground that they used as their forge with two earthen 
pots covered with goat skins to make the bellows. They re- 
heated the iron and then carried it in the “tongs” to the an- 


one man held the iron on the 


rock, another picked up a small boulder and began to pound 
it into shape. It was a long, hard tedious process but in the 
long run it turned out to be an axe which he proudly sold to 
me for a few francs. I had witnessed the forging of an axe— 
the crude sword of the African native.

tendance sometimes two thousand 
on week nights and many more on 
Sunday nights. He was convinced 
that what God could do in Dallas 
He could do in Chicago, Los Ange- 
les, New York, London or Berlin. 
He felt someone should edit a 
paper, sound of doctrine, to ad- 
vance the cause of evangelism in 
America, and he felt called of God 
to be that “someone.”’ 

So, THE SWORD OF THE LORD was 
born! I still remember the first 
edition of 5,000 copies that came 
out on September 28, 1934. I was 
made “manager of distribution,” 
which meant that I gave a bunch 
of boys ten cents each to help me 
distribute the papers on the door 
steps up and down the streets of 
Oak Cliff! We hoped that we 
would get some advertising that 
would help pay expenses and I 
was also made “advertising mana- 
ger.” I was able to get comparably 
few ads—most of them fifty cent 
ones—not enough to be of ‘any 
real financial support. The finan- 
cial burden fell upon John’s shoul- 
ders and he carried this along with 


the burden of the editor’s work. | 


All the while he was carrying on 


the pastoral duties of a large |. 


ehurch. 

Dark days were to follow. Days 
of prayer, of tears and of mighty 
hard work. John put most of the 
money he received from the con- 
gregation of the Galilean Baptist 
Church into the printing of THE 
SworD OF THE LorpD. He poured 
love offerings from revival cam- 


paigns into the forging of the 
Sworp. Subscriptions came in 
slowly. 


It was quite embarrassing when 
visiting ministers came home with 
us for meals or to spend the night. 
The table was set with old chipped 
or broken dishes. We used pickle 
jars, jelly glasses and even milk 
bottles as drinking glasses at the 
table. The furniture was old, shod- 
dy and rickety. Our guests never 
dreamed, I suppose, that money 
that could have been used for 
nice furniture, new dishes, etc. had 
gone into the forging of the Sworp.

There is so much Bible prece- 
dent for such an honoring of a 
Christlike man that we feel no 
embarrassment nor need for apo!- 
ogy in asking your cooperation. 
The Apostle Paul had no need to 
apologize when he said, through 
the Holy Spirit, “Those things, 
which ye have both learned, and 
received, and heard, and seen in 
me, do: and the God of peace 
shall be with you” (Phil. 4:9). 
Paul knew that he was God’s 
man, called to lead the Philippian 
Christians as he himself was led 
by God. In the same spirit he 
wrote to the Thessaionians, ‘‘And 
ye became followers of us, and of 
the Lord, "and note what 
happens then to these followers!-— 
‘So that ye were ensamples to all 
that believe in Macedonia and 
Achaia.” This then is the plan of 
God. We are to follow God’s 
anointed leaders, learn from them 
and imitate their godly conduct 
and so follow Christ. They are 
given us as patterns. In First 
Timothy 1:16, Paul says, ‘‘Howbeit 
for this cause I obtain mercy, that 
in me first Jesus Christ might 
shew forth all longsuffering, for 
a pattern to them which should 
hereafter believe on him to life 
everlasting.”

It is good to 
know that our natural reaction 
to men of blessing is the right 
one—we are urged by the teach- 
ing of the Holy Spirit to “esteem 
them very highly in love for their 
work’s sake,”

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Consumer Cooperatives 
Right Or Wrong? 


By G. Franklin Swan

Occasionally there arise problems of a social or economic 
nature which have religious implications, which problems it 
would be unwise to discuss publicly from the pulpit. And yet 
those problems sometimes bear so definitely on the Christian 
life and testimony of the saints of God that a Christian 
worker would be derelict to his duty did he not make some 


statement concerning them. 


One such problem has come to 
my attention in a manner so 
sharp as to compel me to write 
this article. It is the problem of 
consumer cooperatives. Lest my 
intention be misunderstood, let 
me hasten to explain that there 
are cooperatives and then there 
are cooperatives! In fact, there 
are two main classes of coopera- 
tives—consumer and_ producer. 
My quarrel is not with the latter 
class, but with the former. 


You see, a producer cooperative 
(such as Dairymen’s League and 
some others) if no governmental 
favoritism is shown, is a perfectly 
Jegitimate, producer-owned corm- 
pany aiming at being its own mid- 
Gleman and thus saving an appre- 
ciable measure of profit for the 
producer when that profit would 
otherwise go into the pockets of 
third, and in some _ instances 
fourth men, 


But a consumer cooperative is 
a cow of a different color. Using 
our farm industry as an exam- 
ple, the consumer cooperative 
would be formed by city-dwellers 
who use milk and vegetables. 
These city-dwellers would pur- 
chase the farms from the owners 
and hire the former owners (or 
others) to operate them on a sal- 
ary in order to eliminate ‘the 
profit motive” which many of our 
radical agitators consider a very 
evil motive. This is .the first step 
toward collectivism by the ‘‘blood- 
Jess - revolution” method. With 
enough of this type of cooperative 
about the country the argument 
would be advanced, that if they 


work so well on a small scale, 


let us collectivize on the nation- 
al seale. If a little is good, a lot 
should be better! 


I know that this notion seems 
to be far-fetched, perhaps causing 
some to smile just now. But read 
this! James P. Warbasse, then 
head of:the Cooperative League of 
the USA, wrote a book which he 
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called, “Cooperative Democracy.” 
On page 258 of that book he says? 

“The ultimate aim of the con- 
sumers’ movement should be to 
purchase the land from the farm- 
ers and employ the latter as agri- 
cultural workers.” 

Fantastic? Yes! Possible? YES! 
And here is the reason why I say 
“Yes” to both of those questions. 

From the Columbus, Ohio, ‘‘Dis- 
patch” for September 9, 1946, we 
take this excerpt: 


“Murray D. Lincoln ... Presi- 
dent of the National Cooperative 
Congress ... outlined a prospec- 
tive alliance between farmers and 
labor, particularly the CIO, aimed 
to meet the coming ‘revolution’ 
and to achieve a non-profit system 
of enterprise in America ... A 
pattern of alliance between 1,500,- 
000 members of. cooperative soci- 
eties, composed largely of Ameri- 
can farmers, and the left wing 
element in the American labor 
movement, particularly the CIO, 
which has as its goal the owner- 
ship and operation of the nation’s 
industry and agriculture was tak- 
ing shape Monday as the National 
Cooperative Congress convened 
its biennial convention ... The 
opening gun was fired by Mur- 
ray D. Lincoln ... in a speech 
generously sprinkled with denun- 
ciations of the ‘profit motive’ and 
‘free enterprise’ in American 
business . .. Mr. Lincoln urged 
cooperatives to be prepared to as- 
sume control and management of 
the nation’s business and agricul- 
ture in the coming ‘revolution.’ 
The labor cooperative committee 
report pointed to recent develop- 
ments which indicate interest of 
labor in cooperative organizations 
and declared that the United Au- 
to Workers (CIO) is just readying 
a campaign within its ranks to 
demonstrate in several centers_the 
effectiveness of cooperatives.” 

(Underscoring ours.) 

You can see that plans are al- 
ready under way to accomplish 
this destruction of our American 
system of free enterprise by 
which you were able to get and 
hold your farms or your business- 
es—to destroy what these groups 
call our evil “profit motive.” Not 
only that, but the plans are under 
way under the direction of that 
powerful, | slightly-more-than-pink 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions which we know for its abili- 
ty to cut off various commodities 
such as coal and cars. 


The very next day, in the same 


‘news sheet, there appeared this 


further report on the same. con- 
vention: 

“Political, as well as economic, 
union between the nation’s farm- 
ers and industrial workers was 
seen as a by-product of an an- 
nounced drive by. the - leadership 
of the United Auto Workers to 
form consumer’s cooperatives all 
across the nation. Walter P. Reu- 
ther, UAW-CIO president, in an 
address prepared for delivery here 
Tuesday ... before the National 
Cooperative Congress declared: 
‘We are certain that much pro- 
gress can be made for labor, for 
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farmers and for all consumers 
through this ‘co-op’ organization 
program.’”’ 

Are you wondering where the 
connection is between these plans 
and our Christian Faith? I'm 
coming to that. The CIO is not 
the only organization aiding and 
abetting the unholy wedding of 
agriculture and unionism’s ‘‘non- 
profit” scheme. 


Dr. Benson Y. Landis, when As- 
soc. Secy. of the Federal Council 
of Churches (now National Coun- 
cil) wrote a book entitled A Prim- 
er for Consumers in which he 
says: 

“Consumer’s Cooperation is not 
enough. Political action is also 
needed if the consumers’ interests 
are to be advanced. In a technical 
society we cannot function well 
under the present Constitution 
without important amendments. 
We need a more flexible govern- 
ment, and a Constitution more 
easily amended ... Every great 
social and economic issue is today 
a constitutional] issue... 


“At present the forces of en- 
trenched wealth want federal con- 
tro] weakened, because these forces 
know full well that then they will 
have more freedom to do as they 
please. Today the consumer force 
must throw their weight toward a 
stronger and more flexible Feder- 
al Government; toward amending, 
revising, or re-writing the Consti- 
tution to this end... we have-the 
most closely guarded Constitution 
in the world. It is a tragic situa- 
tion and one fraught with great 
peril.” 

Is this the voice of Christianity”? 
To us it sounds more like the 
babblings of the professional rep- 
resentatives of the Soviet experi- 
ment. And yet it is written by one 
of the highest officials of the 


National Council of Churches of} 


Christ in America. Godly men un- 
der divine compulsion founded 
this country, formulating our 
Constitution after much prayer 
and non-political, purely altruistic, 
patriotic discussion and confer- 
ence. For lo! these many years 
with scarcely any alteration it 
has sufficed as the wisest, most 
perfect, most equitable basis of re- 
ublican government man_ has 
ever had the privilege of enjoying.

who met Christ on the road to 
Damascus. 

He is writing a letter in his 
prison that day. The long Italian 
summer is still with him. The 
sun is hot overhead and garments 
are quickly wet with sweat. Yet 
there is a suggestion of fall in the 
air. The dew is heavy on the 
grass in the morning and some- 
times when the sun is flecked with 
clouds the air seems to grow 
momentarily chill as if to tell us 
that winter is not far away. 


Winter Comes Soon— 

Opportunities Missed 
So Paul writes on, “Timothy, 
preach the word constantly, in 
season and out of season. If you 
don’t teach them now, the time 
will come when they won't lis- 
ten to you. Do your best. My min- 
istry is almost over. There re- 
mains but little for me here, but 


a crown of righteousness there. 


Come to me as quickly as you 
can. There is no one with me ex- 
cept Luke. Demas deserted me. 
When you come, bring that coat 
that I left at Troas. No one was 
with me when I had my hearing 
in the Court—but the Lord was 
there!” He writes more slowly 
now, remembering as he does 
various friends, and then again 
a chill comes over the room. The 
thin-blooded old man shivers in 
the gloomy cell, “Timothy, do 
your best to come before winter.” 

I do not know whether Tim- 
othy heeded this message or not. 
But if he did not come, then it 
is probable that he never saw 
Paul again in the flesh. It was 
his last opportunity. 


There is a note of urgency that 
runs through this whole passage. 
“Be instant in season, out of 
season.” “For the time will come 
when they will not endure sound 
doctrine.” “The time of my de- 
parture is at hand.” “Do thy dili- 
gence to come before winter.” It 
is always so when we consider 
our opportunities. Act quickly lest 
the opportunity be lost. Dr. Maier

our opportunities means loss to us. 

For many of these delays no 
subsequent action can atone. No 
later rush will recover for us the 
lost ground. An employee of a 
factory was asked why it was 
that he was constantly late al- 
though he lived next door. “Just 
look at Jim; he lives three miles 
away, and he is never late.” “I 
know,” replied the employee, “but 
if Jim starts late, he hurries, while 
if I start late I’m already here.” 
No later hurrying can replace 
time already lost. 


Why We Miss Opportunities 

Why is it that so many of us 
miss our opportunities? One rea- 
son is that the opportunities seem 
small. Our Lord told, once of the 
men who received varying sums 
of money from their Lord to in- 
vest and use. One man buried the 
sum that was intrusted to him. 
The point we usually overlook is 
that it was the man with the 
smallest sum. Yet, the greatest 
temptation of life is to fail to 
use and develop our abilities be- 
cause at the outset they seem 
small. The world is filled with 
Moses who complain of being 
of slow speech and fail to see 
how those little gifts can be used 
in great causes. 

It is not by being the great- 
est, and holding the highest posi- 
tion, that we play our part. It is 
by doing the best we can in the 
situation in which we are placed; 
not sighing over great gifts which 
we do not have, but using those 
faithfully which Providence has 
given to us. 


If you can’t be a pine on the top 
of the hill 

Be a shrub in the valley—but be 

The best little shrub by the side 
of the hill, 

Be a bush if you can’t be a tree. 


If you can’t be a highway, then 
qust be a trail; 

If you can’t be a sun be a star, 
It isn’t by size that you win or

Be the best of whatever you are! 


In the second place, some of us 
lose our opportunities because we 
are looking backward at those 
that are gone instead of looking 
forward to find new chances. We 
need to follow Paul’s example. 
“This one thing I do, forgetting 
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and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus” (Phil. 3:13, 14). 

An old Chinese peasant was 
walking along with a stick across 
his shoulder, and with a big jar 
of hot soup hanging from the 
stick. In turning a corner the jar 
of soup hit a wall and broke. The 
old peasant walked on. A bystand- 
er called out, “You broke your 
jar!” 

“T know it,” he replied and 
walked on. 

“But you never looked back!” 

“The jar was broken and the 
soup lost; why look back?”’ 

According to a story, a man 
troubled with failing eyesight, 
after trying various remedies went 
to a chiropractor. The Dr. of 
Chiropractic gave him a treatment 
and immediately his sight im- 
proved. Nevertheless, he returned 
to the chiropractor about a month 
later in a great state of alarm. 

“What's the matter? Can’t you 
see all right?” 

“Yes, my sight is as good as 
ever, but I have practically lost 
my memory. I forget everything 
—where I’ve been; what I’ve done; 
what I went after—just every- 
thing!”’ 

The doctor proceeded to ex- 
amine him and then said, “This 
is the strangest case I have ever 
seen. I never saw one quite like 
it. I can give you a treatment 
that will restore your memory, 
but if I do, you are going to 
lose your sight again. Now, do 
you want the treatment?” 


“No, sir! I would rather see 
where I’m going than remember 
where I’ve been.” 


Sometimes we miss our oppor- 
tunities because we concentrate on 
the trivial and neglect the ma- 
jor issues. When I was in col- 
lege I heard Dr. G. Ray Jordan 
speak on ‘“Majoring on Minors.” 
I have forgotten much that he 
said but that expressive title has 
stuck with me, and I have seen 
many Major on Minors. The old 
prophet’s parable speaks of that: 
‘...and as thy servant was busy 
here and there he was gone.” 

A man, it is said, waiting in 
a bus station noticed a fortune- 
telling machine and in idle curi- 
osity, I am told, inserted a coin 
to get his “fortune.” To his amaze- 
ment he read “You are John 
Jones;. sixty-five years of age; 
waiting on a bus to Cincinnati.” 
He was astounded. How could a 
machine be made that would do 
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that? How? At last he decided 
to try it over and see if. it was 
a coincidence, or if it came out 
the same, He walked over, in- 
serted a nickel, and again read, 
“You are John Jones; sixty-five 
years of age; waiting on a bus 


to Cincinnati.” His wonder grew. 


He was dazed by the accuracy 
of the machine. How could any 
one ever make such a machine? 
At last he said to himself, “I’m 
going to try that one more time 
and see if it does it again.” This 
time, as I heard it, he put his 
coin in the slot and grabbed the 
slip and read, “You are John 
Jones; sixty-five years of age; 
and you fooled around so long 
you missed your bus.” 


What Opportunities Do 
We Miss? 


What opportunities do I have 
in mind? One is our opportunities 
for spiritual greatness, the chance 
to be and to do our best. There 
is in this chapter both a warn- 
ing and a word of comfort. There 
is a warning to those who have 
begun well and who, perhaps, 
pride themselves upon that be- 
ginning. There is a young man 
mentioned here who is mentioned 
more than once in Paul’s epistles 
and in every other place with 
approbation, He heads the list of 
those who were Paul’s younger 
associates, but now Paul writes, 
“For Demas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world, 
and is departed.” 


But there is a world of comfort 
for those who have stumbled in 
the way. There is mentioned an- 
other who had made a rather poor 
start. John Mark had lost his cour- 
age once and abandoned his work. 
Paul had then refused to use him 
on the next missionary expedition. 
Mark is not the same, however. 
He has overcome that lack of 
stability. He can be counted on. 
So Paul writes, “Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee; for he is 
profitable to me for the ministry.” 


Then we miss the opportunity 
to work for the salvation and spir- 
itual welfare of others. It is an 
opportunity that the passage of 
time and the changing of per- 
sonalities quickly takes away. Con- 
sider how quickly children change. 
Today, they are ready to listen 
to the truth we tell: Tomorrow, 
the opportunity is gone.

General William Booth of the 
Salvation Army-used to tell the 
story of a family in the city of 
London, well known to Salvation 
Army workers.

They were so positive in their 
antagonism to the gospel that 
they had publicly declared they 
did not want a Christian to en- 
ter their home at any time.

Do you not 
remember the books we read, the 
arguments we made, and the con- 
clusions to which we came? Just 
hold on now for a little while, 
and then will all be over, and 
you will sleep. There is nothing 
beyond; just hold on.” 


And then wavering upon. the 
air, a voice laden with great tra- 
gedy of despair, between choking 
gasps for breath, said, “That is 
all right, but there is nothing 
to hold to! There is nothing to 
hold to as I go out into the dark!”

@iremedies and with an earnest in- 


tention, still the guilt remains 
and the stains are unremoved. 
There are soaps on the mar- 
ket which are translucent; they 
are clear in their body and beau- 


“| tiful in appearance. Most soap is 


| opaque. Some kinds of-soap are 


made to float while others sink 
to the bottom and are most dif- 
ficult to find in the depths of 
the bath. Some soap is very ex- 
pensive while other varieties are 
exceedingly inexpensive. Whether 


| they be high-priced or cheap none 


Soap is a product of Christianity. The heathen do not 
have soap. In some places a day’s work may be obtained 
through the gift of a little soap. How would you like to live 
without soap? How difficult it would be to clean the body 
or to clean the dishes in the kitchen or to wash the clothing 
clean without this essential article of civilization! We forget 
to value it as we should because it is so common. In this 
short story we shall consider some interesting facts about 
it and learn some lessons from it. | 


Soap may be obtained in many > 


forms. There are round cakes and 
oval cakes; there are long bars 
and short squares. It may be ob- 
tained in liquid form or in flakes. 
Sometimes it is furnished in pow- 
der and again like a jelly.-It may 
be obtained in many colors: blue 
and green; white and yellow; red 
and brown. 

Soap is often furnished, ming- 
led with perfume to give it a 
beautiful scent. Some soap is made 
for hard water and some for soft 
water, but all of it is for cleans- 
ing purposes. Our Lord said in 
Jéremiah 2:22, “For though thou 
wash thee with nitre, and take 


_ ithee much soap, yet thine iniquity 


is marked before me.” 


Soap has many uses. Surgical 
soap is found in the wash-up room 
of every hospital and is made with 
a germicide content for cleans- 


* ing the hands before the opera- 


tion. Other soap is of such a deli- 
cate nature that it is advertised 
for use on the tender skin of 
the baby. I have seen bars of 
soap made up with some kind of 
grit in its body for the removal 
of grease and very tenacious dirt, 


such as is found around machine 
shops. A special soap is made for 
killing body odors; sometimes the 
cure is worse than the disease. 
There is soap that dissolves very 
quickly and is used for dishwash- 
ing and for fine clothes. All of 
this soap, however, is just for 
cleansing purposes. Its presence 
affirms its need and announces 
the presence of dirt. 

Just aS it is necessary to use 
soap because we and our things 
become soiled so it is necessary 
that the soul should be cleansed 
with some material which will 
effectively remove the stains that 
sin has made. The remedies that 
men manufacture for the removal 
of guilt and sin are likened to 
soap in Jeremiah 2:22. Soap will 
remove the dirt from the outside 
but cannot cleanse the inside. 
Soap is all right for what man 
can see but is of no value for 
what. God can see. Soap will re- 
move the dirt that men can reach 
but cannot cancel the guilt that 
only God can reach. Our Lord is 
telling us in the above passage 
that after you have done all that 


of them will avail to wash away 
the sins of the life and to cleanse 
the soul. What can wash away 
my stain? Nothing but the blood 
of Jesus.” 


God has two remedies for the 


: black marks of disobedience. The 


first is found in I John 1:7, “The 
blood of Jesus Christ his. Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.’”. The 
other is found in Psalm 119 verse 
9, ‘“Wherewithal shall a young 
man cleanse his way? By taking 
heed thereto according to thy 
word.” The Blood of Christ 
cleanses the inward stains and 
the Word of Christ purifies the 
outward ways. These are God’s 
cleansing agents. Soap wears out 
with use and finally disappears 
in the water. Neither the prec- 
ious Blood nor the priceless Word 
have -altered through the centu- 
ries. There is just aS much value 
and efficacy now as there was 
in the beginning. The centuries 
have not altered nor. weakened 
either one. There is still “Power 
in the Blood,” and wonder work- 
ing power in the Word. 


Children do not like soap. They 
must be begged and urged and 
compelled to wash with it. How 
often Mother has said, “Did you 
wash, WITH Soap?” Then while 
the reply was not confirmed by 
the appearance Mother would 
smell the face to see. As the child 
grows and perhaps a sweetheart 
comes into the life, soap becomes 
more necessary to the daily rou- 
tine and before the teen age has 
finished, the desire for cleanli- 
ness and the pride of appearance 
promote the use of soap rather 
freely. It is so with God’s remedies 
for sin—the Blood and the Bible. 
As we become conscious of the 
stain upon the soul and of the 
spots which must appear to God 
as well as to men, we are con- 
i\strained to appropriate God's

confidence. And _ secondly, the 
next thing to saying I live with- 


out sin, is to say that nothing 
that I do is sin. Consequently, the 
teaching of holiness in the flesh 
tends to harden the conscience 
and to cause the one who pro- 
fesses it to jower the standard to 
his own poor experience. Any who 
move much among those in this 
profession will soon begin to rea- 
lize how greatly prevalent are the 
conditions I have described. Holi- 
ness professors are frequently 
cutting, censorious, uncharitable 
and harsh in their judgment of 
others. Exaggerations, amounting 
to downright dishonesty, are un- 
consciously encouraged by and of- 
ten indulged in in their “testi- 
mony” meetings. The rank and 
file are no freer from vulgarisms, 
slangy expressions, and levity in 
conversation than ordinary per- 
sons who make no such profes- 
sion; while many of the preachers 
are largely given to sensational 
and amusing sermons that are 
anything but serious and edifying. 
And all this, mark you, without 
sinning! 

The Apostle Paul emphasizes 
“envy, strife and divisions” as evi- 
dences of carnality, and desig- 
nates them as the works of the 
flesh. Where have divisions, with 
all their accompanying evils, been 
more manifest than among the 
rival holiness organizations, some 
of which roundly denounce ll 
connected with the others as 
“backsliders,” and ‘fon the road 
to Hell’? I have heard such de- 
nun¢ciations on many occasions. 
The bitterness existing between 
the Salvation Army and the vari- 
ous off-shoots therefrom—the Vol- 
unteers of America, the discredi- 
ted American Salvation Army, the 
now defunct Gospel Army, and 
other ‘‘armies’—may be instanced 
as cases in point; while the other 
holiness societies have no bright- 
er records. I have observed that 
debt and its twin brother, worry, 
are as common among such pro- 
fessors as among others. In fact, 
the sinfulness of worrying rarely 
seems to be apprehended by them. 
Holiness advocates have all the 
little unpleasant ways that are so 
trying in many of us: they are no 


more free from  penuriousness, | 


tattling, evil-speaking, selfishness, 
and kindred weaknesses, than 
their neighbors. 


Holiness Advocates Not More 
Righteous Than Other 
Godly Christians 


And as to downright wickedness 
and uncleanness, I regret to have 
to record that sins of a positively 
immoral character are, I fear, far 
more frequently met with in holi- 
ness churches and missions, and 
Salvation Army bands, than the 
outsider would think possible. I 
know whereof I speak; and only 
a desire to save others from the 
bitter disappointments I had to 
meet leads me to write as I do. 
Among Christians generally there 
are failures that shock and wound 
the sensibilities of many, occur- 
ring from time to time, through 
a lack of watching unto prayer. 
But surely, among the holiness 
people, such failures, if they ever 
occur, do so at very rare inter- 
vals! Would that I could say so. 
Alas, it is far otherwise! The path 
of the holiness movement (includ- 
ing, of course, the Salvation Ar- 
my) is strewn with thousands of 
such-moral and spiritual break- 
downs. I would not dare to try 
to tell of the scores, yea, hun- 
dreds, of “sanctified’’ officers and 
soldiers who to my _ personal 
knowledge were dismissed from 
or left the “Army” in disgrace 
during my five years’ officership. 
It will be objected that such per- 
sons had “lost their sanctification” 
ere lapsing into these evil prac- 
tices; but of what real value is 
a “sanctification” that leaves its 
possessor not-one whit more to be 
relied upon than one who lays 
claim to nothing of the sort? 


On the other hand, I gladly 
concede that both in the ranks of 
the religious-military society of 
which I was once a member, and 
in other holiness organizations, 
there are many, very Many, pious, 
devoted men and women whose 
zeal for God and self-abnegation 
are lovely to witness, and will 
surely be rewarded in “that day.” 
But let no one be blinded by this 
to suppose it is the holiness doc- 
trine that has made them -such, 
The refutation of this is the sim- 
ple fact that the great majority

of martyrs, missionaries and ser- 
vants of Christ who in all the 
Christian ccnturies have “loved 
not their lives unto the death,” 
never dreamed of making such 
a claim for themselves, but daily 
owned their sinfulness by nature 
and constant need of the advo- 
cacy of Christ. 


The testimonies of many who 
were at one time prominent in 
other organizations where holi- 
ness in the fiesh is preached and 
professed fully agree with mine 
as to the large percentage of 
“backslidings” from virtue and 
personal purity. 

Superstition and fanaticism of 
the grossest character find a hot- 
bed among “holiness” advocates. 
Witness the present ‘Tongues 
Movement,” with all its atten- 
delusions. An _ unhealthy 
craving for new and thrilling re- 
ligious sensations, and emotional 
meetings of a most exciting char- 
acter, readily account for these 
things. Because settled peace is 
unknown, and final salvation is 
supposed to depend on progress 
in the soul, people get to depend 
so much upon “blessings,” and 
“new baptisms of the Spirit,’ as 
they call these experiences, that 
they readily fall a prey to the 
most absurd delusions, In the last 
few years hundreds of holiness 
meetings all over the world have 


been literally turned into pande-| 


moniums where exhibitions wor- 
thy of a madhouse or of a collec- 
tion of howling dervishes are held 
night after night. No wonder a 
heavy toll of lunacy and infidelity 
is the frequent result. 

Now-I am well aware that 
many holiness teachers repudiate 
all connection with these fanatics; 
but they do not seem to see that 
it is their doctrines that are the 
direct cause of the disgusting 
fruits I have been enumerating. 
Let a full Christ be preached, a 
finished work be proclaimed, the 
truth of the indwelling Spirit be 
scripturally taught, and all these 
excrescences disappear. 


Do Not Claim What the Bible 
Does Not Promise 


Perhaps the-saddest thing about 


the movement to which I have 


referred is the long list of ship- 
wrecks concerning the faith to be 


attributed to its unsound instruc- 
tion. Large numbers of persons 
seek “holiness” for years only to 
find they have had the unattain- 
able before them. Others profess 
to have received it, but are forced 
at last to own it was all a mis- 
take. The result is sometimes that 
the mind gives way beneath the 
strain; but more frequently unbe- 
lief in the inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures is the logical result. It is for 
persons dangerously near these 
shoals of infidelity and darkness 
that I have penned these papers. 
(God’s word remains true. He has 
not promised what He will not 
perform. It is you, dear troubled 
one, who have been misled by 
faulty teaching as to the true na- 
ture of sanctification, and the 
proper effects of the indwelling 
Spirit of God. Let neither gloomy 
unbelief nor melancholy  disap- 
pointment hinder your reading the 
chapters that are to follow, and 
then searching the Scriptures 
daily whether these things be so. 
And may God in His rich grace 
and mercy give every self-occu- 
pied reader to look away to Christ 
alone, “who, of God, is made unto 
us wisdom: even. righteousness, 
sanctification, and redemption.”
